FALL OF PLEVNA AND SUR- 
KENDER OF OSMAN 
PASHA'S ARMY. 



WANTED -A CENSUS. 

Tlio necoBsity for a carefully-prepared 
census of tho population of this Provinco 
is daily Ijcoruing more and inoro appar- 
ent. The Provinco lias ineroased in pojJtt 
ration, especially during tho past two 
years of good Government, and is still 
steadily growing. At t his moment it oon 
taina not loss than 20,000 white inhabi- 
tants, Somo fix tho number at 25,000; 
but we adopt the lower figure as nearer the 
mark. Now, whenever au Out irio uaws 
papor takes up the quostion of tho Eail- 
.way, British Columbia is referred to as 
"a mere handful of people." "A few did 
opntentod Pacific Blupors, about 10,000 ii 
all," aud so on. It is high tiniothat thes 
•writers should bo corrected— that they 
should be supplied with reliable data from 
official sources on which to base future 
Railway articles. The tone of disparage- 
ment with which the Pacific Provinco is 
referred to by Eastern writers, who found 
their statements on an approximate cen- 
sus taken in 1870, ia not creditable to 
thorn. Bui whou thoy are rated for crass 
ignorance or wilful misrepresentation thoy 
ask for official figures to satisfy them that 
an increase has taken place. The legisla- 
ture ought, by all means, to provide 
for obtaining a reliable census of tho 
Province, aud thus convince tho world in 
geuoral aud the Dominion in particular 
that British Columbia in ulaceof standing 

Btill is really going ahead.

TEE FALL OF PLEVNA. 

Plevna has fallen and Osman Pasha and 
his army of 40,000 men are prisoners of 
war. Tho result has not beon unforseon. 
Tho Turks fought with great desperation 
and valor and were dying of faniino and 
disease when they gave way. The loss of 
the position does not carry with it fatal 
consequoncos; but ono of the largOBt of 
the Oitomau armies hr.s beon lost and 
130,000 Russians are now free to move on 
other positions. Sulioman Pasha's only 
liopo is to retreat through Bayadoz Pass 
and reach Adrianoplo in advance of the 
Russians. Mehemet Ali's army will pro- 
bably surrender if thoir road to Solia is 
cut off— as is probable— by the Servians. 
The Turkish cause is lost, utterly. Our 
exclusive dispatches of last night indicate 
olearly enough that Austria bas boon offer- 
ed the control of the Bulgarian Prov- 
inces; in which case Russi i will probably 
content herself for tho present with Asia 
Minor. Great Britain's position is ona of 
groat difficulty, as she does not seem to 
have a siuglo ally on tho continent, Aus- 
tria, whote interests wore imperiled, hav- 
ing been bribed to quiescenco in Russian 
designs.

THE FISHERY AWARD. 



What the "Times" Thinks of It. 



(Special Cable to the Globo.) 

London, Nov. 27, 1877. 
A Timi'n' editorial on tho Fisheries 
Award says: — "It is to bo hoped that tho 
award of the Halifax Comuii-siou will ho- 
como tho basis of a dual boitlement of the 
dispute. Necessarily it cannot of itself 
bo final. Half the period for which the 
mutual concessions weie settled has ex- 
pired, and unless .something ho dono in 
the interval, all the old difficulties will 
reappear five years henco. But we may 
hope, somo day to hear the last of these 
Fishery disputes. Saturday's award may 
' , accelerate this hapjjy deliverance. Obvi- 
ously much negotiation will be needed 
!' between the two Governmouts. 

"In regard to tho argument that a de- 
cision must bo unanimous to be valid, we 
still hold the opinions wo expressed whou 
we showed how unsubstantial tho plea 
was — when first seriously urged three 
months ago Unit .v reference to a Board 
continuing representatives of the dispnt 
iug pacties would bo no reference at nil. 
If unanimity were required it would bo 
submission in form, with a reservation 
reducing it to a utility. Too clearly it is 
an essential prerogative -ot a mixed nrbj. 
tratiug Board to decide by majorities for 
the matter to be open to argument. No 
doubt tho United States G lyernment will 
gee the common sense of this view, and 
iicqoiesco in tho award. The Conitnis- 
fiioiiers' decision against the ( anadia.i 
claim of compensation for permission to 
United Slates fishermen to buy bait and 
ioe at Dominion ports is undoubtedly 
right. In any ease it would havo beon 
difficult to estimate tho value of tho pri- 
vilege of buying supplies Another more 
serious difljou ty was the question of ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction in tho Bay of Fundy 
and tho Baio des Ohaleurs. This matter 
lias long been in dispute, and somo kind 
of arbitration will again bo necessary if 
we wish to havo it settled. 

"Tho full text of the award will possibly 
contain tho estimate framed by tho Com- 
missioners of the yearly value of tho fish- 
ing privileges conceded, If tho valuation 
commands any degree of acceptance, some- 
thing might bo don«j to sottle tho whole 
business once for all by payment of n 
capitalized sum for concessions in per- 
petuum, regard being had to the proba- 
bility of furthor development of the fish- 
eries or their decline or extinction. This 
object would be worth aiming at. Unless 
by nome moans it is secured wo shall bo 
troubled with a perpetual recurrence ol 
the difficulty with constantly increasing 
dimensions. Attempts will certainly also 
bo made io mix up with tlio fishery ques- 
tion the negotiations for a reciprocity 
treaty between Canada and tho United 
States. This should be avoided. Fishing 
privileges always remain occasions of dis- 
pute, uuIokh a permanent Kottlument bo 
made admitting tho fishermen of both 
countries to pursue their avocations Hide 
by nido as if thoy belonged to the same 
nationality. It will ho a slur on both 
Governments if a settlement of this mat- 
ter bo not effected."

Bucharest, .Dec. 10. — Flovnrt is now 
in tho hands of the Russo-lvouuiiuiiau 
armies. 

After a sevoro engagement yester- 
day before Plevna, Obihiiu Pasha, who 
was wounded, surrendered unconditi- 
onally. Tho Turks in Plevna were 
dying of hunger aud cold. There is 
great joy here. Bucharest is covered 
with llags. 

St. Petersburg-, Dee. 10. — Tho news 
of the fall of Plovna occasions great 
rejoicing here. 

London, Dec. 11. — The "Times" 
urges that the moment lias now arriv- 
ed when peaco between Russia tind 
Turkey is possible, and it is to be hop - 
ed the British Government will use all 
efforts to that effect. 

New Youk, Dec. 11. — Tho "Her 
aid's" Loudon special says: This tlay 
will witness scones of tho wildest ex- 
citement in London. All tho morning 
papers print a dispatch from Buchar- 
est declariug that Osman Pasha sur- 
rendered Plovna on Sunday, and that 
all the Turkish fortitications are in 
possession of Russians and Roumani- 
ans. All pent up anxiety and hope of 
the friends of Turkey in England will 
come to an ond to-day. A cruel aud 
crushing blow has been dealt to blatant 
panegyrists who have for a month past 
been telling of tho prowess of the 
Turkish troops. Osman will cease to 
bo a hero, although reports from offi- 
cial Russian sources speak of his 
courage in tlio hour of defeat. Still he 
has failed, mid the Turkophiles of 
England will never forgive him. 
Strange to say this blow will causo 
a shock, although it had been oxpect- 
ed for days. Only last evening it was 
the subject of almost uuivorsal discus- 
sion. The proposition as put usually 
took the following form : After Plevna, 
what? To-day the people of England 
must mtika up their minds. It will bo 
interesting to know what tho verdict 
will bo. 

Boqot, Dec. 10.— At 9:30 yesterday 
morning Orfinnn Pasha's entito army 
attacked tho Russian grenadier corps 
holding tho line of investment of the 
left bank of the rivor Vid, eudeavorin 
to forco a passage. The attack was 
made with desperate energy, and a 
portion of the Turkish troops did in 
fact penetrato tho line of entrench- 
ments and batteries, but all attempts 
to break through the position of tho 
grenadiers were ineffectual. After live 
hours' severe fighting, the Turks were 
defeated. Osman Pasha, surrounded 
on all sides, was compelled to surren- 
der with his whole army. Up to the 
present time it is impossible to esti- 
mate the number of Turkish prisoners 
or tho quantity of war material taken. 
Wo only know everything in Plevna 
has fallen into our hands. The Pais 
sian losses ara inconsiderable compar- 
ed, with the result obtained. 

New Yoitic.Doc. 11. — Special advices 
from Bucharest put the number of 
Turkish prisoners taken at Plovna at 
40,000, and the &tyuibex of guns cap- 
tured at 400. The ground which was 
tho scene of tho sortio was literally 
strewn with thousands of dead and 
dying. The sufferings of tho Turks in 
the beleagured town wire awful. 
Cold, disease and famine had decimat- 
ed their ranks and reduced the sol- 
diers; to living skeletons. 

St. pE'ftiiscctto, Dec. 12. — The 
number of prisoners taken at Plevna 
is estimated at'10,000, oiclusivo of 20,- 
000 eick and wounded. 

Constantinople, Dec. 12 — The fall 
of Plevna is officially announced here. 
Mehcniet Ali has been removed from 
bis com naud and replaced by Chakir 
Pasba. 

Buchakibt, Dee. 12. —A report cur- 
rent hero that Osman Pasha's attempt 
to bieak out was caused by a combin- 
ed Russian and Roumanian assault on 
bis positions is purely imaginary. 
Tho sortie was solely prompted by tho 
entire failure of provisions. Osman 
crossed tho river Vid, attacked and 
took Port Dolny Etropolje. The 
Russians and Roumanians were hurri- 
ed up from Susorla aud BukoVa. 
After terrible carnage Osman attempt- 
ed to re-enter Plevna, but it bad 
meanwhile boon occupied by Roumani- 
ans and Russians from Griyit-za" Os- 
man, on finding himself thus sur- 
rounded, although wounded in tbe 
foot, personally conducted negotia- 
tions for surrender, lie expressly an- 
nounced that ho surrendered uncon- 
ditionally to tho emperor, Simultan- 
eously with tho main sortio tho Turks 
made a sortie against tho Roumanian 
position on tho right bank of the Vid, 
but, this was feebly conducted, and tbe 
Turks in that quarter surrendered al- 
most unresistingly. Tho whole Turk- 
ish artillery train was captured in the 
immediate neighborhood of Plevna. 
The Russian and Roumanian armies 
made a triumphal entry into tho town 
at 8;80 Monday afternoon. 

Grand Duke Nichojus slept at Plov- 
na last night. 

Buciukest, Dec. 12.— Rumors that 
tlio Porto intends to take immediate 
slops for bringing about an armistice 
or peaco negotiations aro founded on 
somothing more than mero conjecture.

Tho noto in which M. Dufour aud 
his colleague announced their inability 
to agreo to the marshal's conditions 
stated that whilo the chief of a parlia- 
mentary cabinet couldn't consont lo 
thrco of his colleagues being placed 
beyond his control, still, when this 
question of principle was once settled, 
President Mac.Mahon's preference 
would naturally bo taken into serious 
consideration. 

President MacMahon's determina- 
tion to insist upon haviug the nomina 
tiou of three ministers seems to have 
been very sudden. Thus on Thursday 
after discussing this question with M. 
Dufour, ho concluded with those 
words : "After all, you are responsi- 
ble ; consequently 1 leave you froo in 
the choice of your colleagues." M. 
Dufour was afterwards much surprised 
to hud tho marshal had changed his 
determination. 

Versailles, Doc. 8.— The sitting of 
tho chamber to-day was uninteresting. 

After the sitting, tho Constitutional- 
ists held as important meeting, One 
member dociarod they must follow the 
marshal to the end, even to dissolu- 
tion.

This 
idea seeuir d to make a favorable impres- 
sion on the meeting and even oil Baluie 
who warmly eulbgijed Dufour.

Paris, Dec. 12. — A deputation of 
senators from tho depart incut of the 
Vosges and the citj of Nancy to-day 
presented a memorial to President 
MacMahon relative to the depression 
of trade, and entreated him to place 
himself in direct communication with 
tho moderate republicans. Tbo mar- 
shal was very much affected, and de- 
clared that ho had no personal ambi- 
tion, and was indifferent alike in re- 
gard to the Count do Paris and the 
Prince Imperial, and would maintain 
republican institutions until 1880. 

New York, Dec. 13.— A special from 
Paris says the crisis is ended, and 
MacMahon has arrived at an under- 
standing with tho Left. A doputation 
of the Right waited upon him and 
told him it was impossible to form a 
ministry. Tbo marshal was deeply 
moved, and said he bad nothing to do 
but resign ; but subsequently yielded.

Hudson Bay Company, 

The roport of tho Hudson Bay Com- 
pany stateB that tho Committee regret that 
they are unable to atiuonnco any improve 
ment in the state of tho fur trade since 
fho date of their- last report. Indeed, the 
Company's autumn fur sale was marked 
by still greater depression than upon pre- 
vious occasions, and it resulted in a fur 
ther fall of about 20 per eept. in the pri 
ces of martens, minks, and other fine furs 
The proceeds of the sale amounted to 
£13,000 less than tho win realized at tho 
sale of the corresponding period of last 
year, wiieu nearly tho 3111110 quantity of 
furs 'was sold, lu the "absence 'of com 
pleto accounts from tho various depart, 
moots, and in the present state of tho fur 
market, the Committee do not consider 
themselves justified in recommending the 
payment of an interim dividend. 

Lunatic Asylum, 

On tho 1st of January, 1875, there wore

Editor Colonift:— 

Unless tho tidal currents and eddies of 
the first and second Narrows, as well as of 
Burrard's Inlet, mid-channel, wore the 
ovor-recurriug obstacles to "navigation 
against time," they aro in this quarter of 
tho Dominion well understood to be, why 
should Captain Cooper, at p. 307 of 
Floming's report, at the end of tho 21st 
paragraph of his already quoted letter 
to His Excellency tho Governor-General, 
as a "means of reducing tho current at 
tho entrance of the Inlot probably one- 
half or two-thirds of its present volocity," 
modestly havo suggeatod the Cyclopean 
and perhaps impossiblo undertaking of 
"blocking up" tho north arm of said 
Inlet, and why should another gigantic 
work have be^n spoken of, to wit : Tho 
dredging of the lirst Narrows. A third 
project that has heou mentioned is tho 
eonsLructiou of a breakwater in English 
Bay, which, although, likotue Inlet, diffi- 
cult to approach from Fuca Strait during 
a fog or storm, has been talked of as a 
possiblo site for the terminus. Spanish 
bank (see chart) a prolongation around 
Point Groy of tho Frastr 6aud heads, 
would, in tho roudstead, bo tho only site 
shallow enough for biich a costly irec- 
tiou, if it afforded a sufficiently solid 
foundation ; but on two occasions a mor 
chant steamer aground on tho bank 
through tho action of her propeller dis- 
placed so much sand as to havo been 
ulloat before the riso of tho tide enabled 
her to move over tho rim of tho basin 
thus scooped out. Spanish bank may bo 
moro solid elsewhere. 

THE ItlVAL liOUTES COMPARED ON THE 
MAINLAND. 

In continuance of tho investigation, 
from the first contemplated in tliete let- 
ters, Routes 2 and (i must now bo regard- 
ed otherwise than merely in respect of 
tho nautical, commercial, strategical, and 
geographical disabilities or advantages 
inherent in each. Either line proceeding 
sastward must reach Edmonton on tho 
North Saskatchewan. From Edmonton 
westward towards "tho most eligible har- 
bor on tho Paeiflo Coast," that lino must, 
if reason ru'.e.y, bo adopted, which, in tho 
immediate future, in coidinuntion of 
existing settlements, will bo the most 
densely peopled, and that which on tho 
mainland has, north aud south of it, tho 
largest extent of country suitablo for 
colonization. Such a railway lino ean 
ygt by land and water from various 
points havo connections greatly increas- 
ing its wayside aud export traffic. 

From Edmonton, via Leather Pass to 
Fort Georgo, there is not much farming 
land. Neither can much be found from 
Edmonton by way of tho North Thomp- 
son to Kamloops or Savons, most of tho 
productive districts of the mainland up 
to N. Lat. 51° lying south, 0.1st, or west 
theso looalities. Nor yet is thoro much 
cultivable country from Savona along 
Route No. 2 to Chilliwhack on the lower 
Eraser. 

At pago 08 of tho Goological Report of 
Progress, 1875 aud '70, occurs the follow- 
ing from tho pen of tho well-known Mr. 
Si'lwyn, F.R.S., Director of the Geologi- 
cal Survey of Canada : — "Tuking Edmon- 
ton, on tho Saskatchewan, aud Fort 
George, on the Frasor, as tho initial 
points, it will, I believo, bo found that by 
Pine Kiver Pass tho lino could not only 
bo carried almost tho wholo distance 
through a magnificent agricultural and 
pastoral country, but it would aotually bo 
shorter lhau tho Leather i J ass route, and 
it would probably not present any great- 
er engineering difficultie 1 !" Mr. Selwyn 
eays much moro on this most important 
matter ; but tlio permissible limits of this 
letter forbid further quotution. Let 
Columbians nud othei a fooling more than a 
passing interest in the subject refer to 
the roport itself, and to all that in thoir 
f-ovi ral reports is stated by Professor 
Macoun, Mr. G. M. Dawsou, and others 
about this vast north and west country in 
respect of fitness for settlement, iU 
wealth of timber, its wealth of fisheries, 
aud its promise as to metals and mine- 
rals. 

Commencing beyond tho 51st paralel 
of latitude, or say 51 30, it constitut -s 
with tho maiulaud west of tho Cascade 
mountains, Vancouver's and the othor 
islands, about three-/ourths of tho area of 
tho prbvinee. It con'taius in greatest 
abundance our three most important re- 
sources, namely, those of the mines, the 
forests and the fisheries, and it will un- 
questionably always havo tho largest pre- 
ponderance of population and wealth. 

Anonymous writers ami others uphold- 
ing route and termiuua No. 2 hava erred 
in a; suming tho whoiu maiulaud to be as a 
unit lor the railway line of their choice. 
There is manifest improbability iu such a 
supposition. The farmers and miners 
north of Lat. 51° oO declare for route 
No. as bo.-t for their own aud tho gen- 
eral interests. 

Tho adoption of tho Edmonton-Fort 
Georgo lino suggested by Mr. Selwyn, 
besides affording wayside traffic through- 
out would, supply the most direct outlet 
towards tho Plica Strait and Paeiflo for 
tho great country of Peace River. 

Even connected with EJmouton by the 
other route, Fort Georgo will bo an im- 
portant centre of farming and pastoral 
country as well a3 of water stretches 
north, west and BOUth, when rendered 
suitablo for light draught steamers. 

Improvement of the Ffaser ror such 
navigation, perhaps from Boston bar to 
above Port Georgo, would bo a natural 
scqueuco of the construction of tho rail- 
way via Bute Inlot. Tho canyon at Big 
Bur, two miles long, would perhaps bust 
bo passed at tirst by a rail or tramway. 
Mr. G. B. Wright has, after careful sur- 
vey, reported elaborately to tho Dominion 
Government on tho obstacles to naviga- 
tion and supposed cost of their removal. 
Three hundred and seventy miles of the 
river, if not moro, could bo rendered trav- 
elable for steamers whereby wayside and 
exhort) tijifUo by tho railway would be 
greatly promoted. Mr. Wright states in 
somo valuable uotos furnished mo that a 
great proportion of produce from a coun- 
try bordering tho Eraser pould at or nour 
Fort Georgo bo taken from the dock of tho 
ateamer to tho railway cars Ho says 
" extensive farming lands near Lillooot 
would furnish their quota, aud oven tho 
productions of Bpunapartje and Cache 
Creek valleys would seek this cheap and 
speody method of transport to tho son, 
while tho mines of Cariboo and Ominoca, 
rendered profitable by the influx of low- 
priced food aud labor, would agaiu yield 
their tribute as in former yours," 

Mr. Wright,'.! own words are given, an 
lw knows the upper country as well as 
most men. The crushing of quartz 
Cariboo, a new industry thoro, will, if 
productive, vastly add to tho importance 
of all that northern region. Success at 
Cariboo may lead to similar and suocess 



ful ventures at Omiueca and Cassiar, 
which are also permanently habitablo, 
should mining attractions suffice. Sev- 
eral parts of Cossiar abound in summer 
gross, and that means a good deal. 

A gentleman, acting as surveyor for tho 
Western Union Telegraph Company, some 
ten years ago, and who had previously 
been over most of tho southern mainland, 
considers tho lauds extending north-west 
of WeBtroud Rivor, embracing an area of 
about flvo million acres, and including 
moat of tho "lako country," at least as 
good as uny in tho province for stock and 
farming purposes. Soo, in their reports, 
what Messrs. Selwyn, Macouu and G. M 
Dawsou havo sot forth about this country 
as to its agricultural Yalue, ic. On tho 
long valley of the Waatbhqua, a tributary 
of Ihe Skeona, my informant found goose- 
berries and strawberries as largo as gar- 
den sorts, and in a few places tho rod cur- 
rant similar to tho cultivated kind. The 
haughs and braes of tho Wastouquu, tho 
delight of cattle dr.ovexs to Cassiar, wave 
iu summer with luxuriant grasses and 
vetches, The stream flows sluggishly, 
and could, it is said, at small outlay, be 
rendered navigable for river steamers. 

The lakes aud streams of tho north 
country abound iu excellent fish. Its 
climate is suited for the growth of tur- 
nips, being moister in Bummer lhau that 
to the southward. 

Tho northern limit of fall wheat growing 
in tho Dominion has yet to be skilfully 
tested from Norway House, if not further 
east, to Fort Stager, N. Lat. 55 . 20, if 
nut beyond. There, in 18GG-G7, a bullock 
wintered out, and was found in spring in 
fair condition. 

It is very gratifying to observe that 
tho value of our province as a whole is 
becoming better aud better appreciated 
throughout the Dominion. Cordiality 
should prevail between east and west, 
and, above nil, amongst ourselves. Vic- 
torians desire the real welfare of tho 
southern inainlauders. As an evidonce of 
what a careful observer and closo reasonor, 
Principal Dawson, of Montreal, thinks of 
our provinco as n whole, I ask you to 
print as on appendix to theEe letters whon 
issued from The Colonjst press in pam- 
phlet form, the accompanying extract 
from Dr. Dawson's nddress (18th May, 
1877) to tho Natural History Society of 
Montreal.

Editor Colonist: — In the prosont ex- 
citement about our quartz mines, which 
exists hero aud throughout tho Province 
and beyond it, I beg have toaddres3 you. 
I take tho success of tho mines for grant- 
ed. One, and more than one, have 
thought that in some recent articles yon 
havo shown a disposition to attribute that 
excitement and that success to tho El- 
liott Government. This is not wholly 
true. I resided in Cariboo for some time 
this year and had the best opportunity of 
acquiring trustworthy information on the 
subject. The facts aro those: It bad been 
felt thero for somo time, especially dur- 
ing the years '75 and '70, that unless some 
now road was taken out of the beaten 
track of alluvial mining, Cariboo was 
"gone iu." Things were indeed at the 
lowest ebb. Neither money nor men wore 
thero. The fow remaining miners were 
disheartened, withered, played out, 
and almost broken at tbo frequent expen- 
sive and lengthened failures in creek dig- 
gings. Something, people said, must bo 
done. Thero bad been for a long while 
"quartz talk" — but it was only talk. Un- 
der those ciroumstances a few men of Bar- 
keivillo carno together in tho summor of 
'70 and started tho Cariboo Quart* Min- 
ing Company, which when organized con- 
sisted of 3000 shares held by somo 70 
subscribers. Theso men, poorly off and 
utterly ignorant of tho whole Btibject, set 
to work to create unaided another aud a 
brighter and more lasting Cariboo for 
themselves. They purchased tho present 
mill, fitted, as they best know bow, with 
n gold saving apparatus and began. Men 
who wote supposed up there to have had 
exoorience in quarts miniug had again 
and again, declared that tho truo ledges 
did not exist in Cariboo, and indeed their 
gloomy bill seemod likely to bo found a 
true one. \ was told that tho company 
discovered aud attickod five diffetent 
ledges, returning to some again and again. 
It sunk shafts and drove tunnels for 
month after month, as was thought thou, 
uselessly, until, as no gold was extracted, 
o irly this summer come hundrods of the 
I'OOO shares; were thrown up, Tho remain- 
ing determined fellows only tightened 
their grip. But it was tho energy of dis- 
puir. During the winter, at a public 
meeting held in Carkervillo, tho Govern 
ment had been asked for a skilled, reliable 
mining engineer aud for a quarts mill. 
The former to direct efforts and afford ill- 
formation. Tho luttor as a direct assis- 
tance; the miners fearing that their re- 
sources, (for capitalists held steadily 
aloof,) would not enable them to realize 
thuiryet unshaken belief. Tho Elliott 
Government granted both. This acquie- 
scence iu tho request ol tho miners prov- 
ed to bo truely wise and statesmanlike. I 
was there at the timo of Mr. Harper's 
arrival which took place in what, I be- 
lieve, was a crisis in tho history of tho 
Province, i'lio company was on its lust 
legs and almost -in- the throes of dissolu- 
tion. Tho faithful fow, though showing 
ft bold front, were themselves losing 
heart, and had the Cariboo Quartz Min- 
ing Company burst, another lizzie would 
havo had to bo recorded, and heaven only 
l;nows how long tho present marching 
industry would havo lain strowu. But 
tho Company had not worked in vain; it 
had opened the various lodges sufficiently 
for Mr. Harper to give a speedy and de- 
cided von.lici, and ibis saved the concern. 
Tho change was great. Within a fow 
weeks of his arrival men seemed tq wulk 
with a spring, desperate struggles assum- 
ed tho confidence of strength; ho appeared 
liko Hopeful, to Christian. Lodges do- 
sprtod through ignorance wero rcsumod; 
abandoned shares wero re-bought ut a 
premium; one or two men of capital 
dropped into tho town, and hopo took tho 
place of gloom. Government by its 
promptiludo had saved Cariboo. Truo, 
that I heard it said, in doing what it did 
the Government had only dope its duty; 
but it was distinctly recognized that it 
had emphatically and decidedly done its 
duty. Qaribooites aro justly jealoiiB of 
their reputation; but aro highly intelli- 
gent, independent and fair. From that 
timo to this tho Government havo given 
every facility and assistance to tho pro- 
gross of tbo work. Thus both parties 
do.'.«rvo equal praiso: miners, beoauso in 
tho face of every possiblo difficulty thoy 
helped thonisolvos; Govcmuiout, becauso 
at a most ciitical timo it hesitated not to 
help thoBo who were helping themselvea,
